Congress has delegated so much 


power to the Executive Department

possible. If congress could change 
the government yesterday by in- 
creasing the spending power of the 
President then it is common sense 
today to increase Congress' exam- 
ining powers to find' out how much 
of the money that the bureaus de- 
mand is necessary. 


For instance, no one would sug- 


gest that there is to be any change 
in the authority of either the House 
or Senate to approve or disapprove 
individual projects. But every proj- 
ect in the Budget bears a price tag.

Department bureaus which figure 
up the Budget knows whether that 
price is real or fancy. 


And Congress, with all the pres- 


sure of other business, has neither 
the time nor personnel to really 
examine all the thousands of prices 
— no! merely items — in the Bud- 
get.S. 913 makes sense to you if you 
want to do something about con- 
stantly increasing income taxes. 


Good" government isn't just 


matter of approving or disapprov- 
ing certain projects — it's a mat- 
ter of making sure that the citizens 
are getting a fair break for theii 
tax dollar.
